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Chamber of Commerce asks 


action on Ainsworth Road 


The President of the Wilming- 
ton Chamber of Commerce has 
asked the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen and Town Manager to 
‘please do something about Ain- 
sworth Road’, 

The request was made at the 
Monday night meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen, 

Ainsworth Road, located in North 
Wim: is a part of the old 
Salem & Lowell Railroad bed, It 
was accepted in a Town Meeting 
eight or ten years ago, after the 
then Town Manager and Board of 
Selectmen ask that it be so voted, 

No plan was ever filed, as re- 
quired by law, at the Registry of 
Deeds, in Lowell, so that the ac- 
ceptance article became null and 
void, There were many other dif- 
ficulties, some of them being a 
number ofpromises which hag been 
made to Bob Evans, the owner of 
the old railroad bed - promises 
which could not be kept, but which 
were a part of the agreement, The 
agreement, itself, is seemingly 
missing. 

Mr, Evans still owns the old 
railroad track, and possibly owns 
the water main that was laid to 
a 10,000 square foot building, at 
the far end of the street. Last 
week Mr, Evans put up a No 
Trespassing sign, at the Andover 
Street entrance to Ainsworth Road 

The company which was in that 
building (Hyletronics) has now 
moved out of town, Capt. Neilson 
told the Selectmen, and a new 
company seeks to locate there, 
But the new company seeks as- 
Surances that it can use the street, 

The CC Prexy asked that an 
article be included in the annual 
Town Meeting for Te-acceptance, 
etc, He was told it was impos- 
sible - ther is no plan, and it 
will take time to make one, 

But, the Selectmen said, they 
will try to have a plan in time for 
action at the Special Town Meet- 
ing, expected to be held this spring 
to discuss plans for an addition to 
the High School.
